It is even hinted tonight that the 
governor, weakened by his losing fight 
today and conscious of a statewide 
protest against his veto action, espe- 
cially from the law enforcement stand- 
point, may substitute a modified veto 
next week for the message now before 
the house. If this is done it will be in 
the hope of gaining a few votes in the 
final struggle. :

So emphatically and accurately did 
she testify that, after J. B. Thomas, 
state prison supervisor, failed to break 
down her testimony in regard to him, 
the committee unanimously passed a 
resolution declaring Thomas unfit to

Lemon Cream Pie. 


Since every school child learns to 
make a white sauce nowadays—yes, 
boys often as well as girls—the making 
of a lemon cream for a pie or of any 
cooked cream ought to be an eary 
thing. The filling of a lemon cream pie 
is only a white sauce heavily sweet- 
ened, thickened additionally with egg 
yolks, and then flavored with lemon 
juice. ' 

Here is the foundation: One table- 
spoon of butter, one tablespoon of flour, 
one cup of milk. For further thicken- 
ing use two egg yolks beaten a little, 
‘but to be added after the sweetening 
and lemfion have been cooked with the 
white sauce. The juice of one iemon 
or more can be used. Wash and 
wipe the lemon before squeezing cut 
the juice. Let no sort of dirt by any 


this, blend them, and cook them slight- 
ly, adding a little salt to intensify the 
flavor, then add egg yolks and cook 
just a bit and most carefully. 

The crust for this should have been 
baked. . Pour the filling into it, and 
set in the oven for five minutes, take 
out and cover with a meringue made 
of two ese whites, and a little sugar, 
and put back into oven to brown slight- 
ly. A part ofthe egg white may be 
piped on. 

For the shell or crust use three- 
fourths of a cup of sifted flour, one 
tablespoon each of butter and ‘ard, a 
pinch of salt, and two or three tabie- 
‘spoons of ice water, with which to 
make pact into dough, and. into that 
work the rest of the dry.
